A most gratifying incident has taken place at Naples. 
| Under the Bourbon rule the Protestant residents and

which he has brought prominently forward deserving 
of more than passing notice. He speaks of the 
effect produced upon medical and surgical education 
by recent legislative enactments. There now is 
created and in action a superintending and control- 

ling power in the Medical Council of Education and 
Instruction, a branch of which exists in Dublin. 
Her Majesty has been pleased to give additional rank 
and pay to the medical officers of the army, and to 
the surgeons of the Royal Navy. Poor Law Guar- 

dians are beginning to look with proper feeling 

and consideration upon the position of their medical 
officers, and to grant them larger salaries. These 
advantages, and the system of competitive examina- 
tion, have led to a striking improvement and enlarge- 
ment of medical education, and a complete and 
thorough revision of the entire system is being 
cautiously arranged. Hitherto, the Dublin schools 
bave uniformly carried off the highest and most 
numerous prizes at medical and surgical ex- 
aminations for commissions in the army and navy. 
They who have proved victorious in former contests 
will be conquerors still, with superior arms and a 
better discipline. The whole system of surgery has 
undergone a vast change within the last half 
century. 

It is frightful to picture to the mind the terrible 
character of the operations so recklessly performed 
even thirty years since. The knife and the saw 
were the favourite instruments of surgery, and the 
surgeon himself was regarded with as much terror 
as his instruments. Limbs which a little patience 
and some trust in the powers of nature might have 
preserved were ruthlessly cut away, and many a 
valuable life was sacrificed by needless amputation. 
Now the rule of surgery is to save the limb if possi- 
ble. The knife is the last resource, and when every 
thing else has failed, then chloroform lulls the sense 
of pain, the patient sleeps with almost the rapidity of 
thought, the operation is performed, a few drops of 
blood are seen, and the patient awakes to find him- 
self free from his torment and his bane, and from 
that moment begins his recovery. 

A prophet has no honour in his country, and but 
few amongst us are aware of the great improvements 
introduced of late years by Irish surgeons. The 
application of mercury in the inflammatory stages 
of joint disease, the mechanical means for alleviating 
one of the most painful disorders, the safe and mild 
mode of treatment adopted for fearful and all but 
hopeless forms of aneurism, the employment of 
metallic wires for sutures instead of threads, the 
securing of bleeding arteries by compression instead 
of ligatures—all these improvements are peculiarly 
the work of Irish surgeons, and of men most of 
whom live amongst us to this day. 

But it is difficult to extract where all is valuable, 
and we commend the perusal of Dr. Porter's lecture 
to all who are interested in the progress of surgical 
science, as a most able abstract of its duties and its 
aims.

Had the reputation of Mr. Bouverie been ade- 
quately established as a seer, the nation might 
have had cause for dismay at this speech from the 
tripod, but fortunately the majority by which Lord 
John Russell carried his “clever” resolution was a 
remarkably small one, and it is gradually growing 
fine by degrees and beautifully less. How the Whigs 
can remain in office—we do not question for a 
moment their willingness to remain—with a majority 
against them, surpasses our comprehension, and since, 
wherever a Radical or a Whig seat is vacated a Con- 
servative is chosen to fill it, the prospect is becoming 
dismal for heaven-born statesmen. The Whigs have 
lost lately two of their strongholds. A Conservative 
now represents Boston, the representation of 
which became vacant through the sudden death 
of Mr. Ingram; and on Saturday Dartmouth 
returned Mr. John Hardy, of the Low Moor 
Iron Works, and brother of Mr. Gathorne 
Hardy, M.P. for Leominster, and Under-Secretary 
for the Home Department under Lord Derby's 
Administration. ‘These successes are important in 
themselves, but they are far more important as in- 
dicating the steady progress of Conservatism in the 
country. The Whigs, actuated by a yearning for 
place, invent questions on which they may have a 
good ery,” and rush to the constituencies in a blaze 
of sudden enthusiasm. Prior to, and during an 
election, they profess to be not only popular, but 
practical. Three or four times Reform served 
as the stalking-horse from which to canvass 
the mob. By these artifices they secure for the 
moment a majority barely sufficient to entitle them 
to retain place. Conservatism seeks no popular 
clap-traps, nor does it seek to storm the Treasury 
Bench by tearing down the mainstays of the Con- 
stitution. Whiggism enlists the reckless and the 
ambitious; Conservatism quietly appeals to the sound 
sense of the people, and trusts to the gradual recovery 
of the reason rather than to a sudden and evanescent 

A sense of coming danger, now more 
clearly manifested by the result of these elections, 
compelled Lord John Russell to indite his last Turin 
dispateh, in direct contradiction to his august mis- 
sive to Count Cavour. But, when Parliament 
assembles, the Foreign Secretary will flad that his 
Cabinet is condemned, and that it is not a flash of 
Liberalism that will save it.

THE DUBLIN ATHENAUM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIs TIMES, 

Sr.—} rom my own experience since my residence in 
Dublin, 1 can well believe that the want has been 
felt of such an institation as the Athenjum opened 

esterday, and I heartily wish its founders success. 
i was not myself aware, until this morning, of the 
existence, or contemplated existence, of this institution. 
and on further inquiry into its constitution, I was struck with 
two rules which I venture te think will not prove conducive 
to its welfare. They are:— 

1. That the committee reserves to itself the right of rejecting 
a candidate for membership, woo has to submit his name and 
address for previous inquiry. 

2. Only certain volames will be lent out of the library for 
reading. 

An institution such as the committee desires to establish is 
one which does not, I think, need the imposition of the first re- 
striction upon candidates, and many young men of undoubted 
respectability will hesitate to submit their names to be 
eanvassed by a board, though with a ,erfect confidence tha! 
they have no cause to fear the result of inquiry. The merits 
of their objection I do not discuss. I only say that it exists, 
and I am satisfied will operate against the success of the 
institution, while I cannot discover that it will exercise any 
corresponding beneficial inflaence, Such a restriction doe- 
not exist in many (if any) of he Enylish Athenwumse, to whieh 
all persons are admitted upon payment of the subscription . 
and though it would be false to say that no person is thus 
admitted who is at all objectionable, I yet do not know tha! 
any evil effects are the result, but, on the contrary, believe 
that things find their own level,” and good springs tram 
the mixing of classes in themselves not very distinct. 

I venture to suggest that this restriction be abolished, an: 
that to compensate for it the directors should slightly advanc: 
the rate of subscription, accept every person who offers him:

One of the strongest argumente in favour of iron. 
clad ships is the fact that they have been adopted as 
part of his immense armaments by so sagacious a man 
as the Emperor Napoleon. One of the strongest argu- 
ments against them is, that they have not been adopted 
by & Power which has always shown itself most forward 
in the application o new discoveries in ship-building 
and naval weapons—the United States. The French 
ships are on the stocks; the Americaa Government has 
just published a report on the state of the navy, and not 
one word is said about ship-armour. These, it may be 
said, are arguments from authority, but authority io 
matters of this kind must go a grea: way, aod both the 
authoritivs we have cited are ot high rank.

never could have relied upon newspaper cutsings for a 
record of scientific facts. A judivial writer would not 
have narrated the action between the floating batteries 
aud fort Kioburn in the style of a pleader, exaggerating 
the advanteges of the Kussians when an investigation 
of the facts shows that the ccatest was unequal, and 
that the batteries attacked the piace under ine most 
favourable circumstances. All that Kinburn proves 
is, that at 600 yards, 32, not 24-pounder guns, as 
che writer in hwood states, coud not bresk the 
iron shell of the floating batteries, and that 50 

guns, at from 700 to 800 yards, could demolish 

tteries of 32 pounders placed en Lurbetie, Nor is ii 
correct to assert, as Lhe writer asserts, tuat we muttered 
about the 68- der gun, and, going back to the groove 
of tradition, did not entertain even tue question ot mall 
clad ships. Our experiments have been as unceasing 
as those of the French. The same results have been 
givea in both countries, and the difference bet ween us is, 
that the K wperor pute more fuith in those resulte than 
we do. He has fouud that iron is not invulnerable, bu: 
he apparentiy thinks it is sullicieatly so to enable 
an iron-sided ship to destroy a wooden one before she 
can be seriously injured herself, That is the point at 
issue.
